TH E AGRICULTURAL COMMITTEE

pound makers adm itted that the bulk 
of lard which they put uuon the m ar­ 
ket contained but 60 to 70 per cent of 
lard, and that the rem ainder is com 
posed of tallow, stearine, cot ton-seed 
oil, etc. 
But they claim that it is 
equally pure aud healthful and in no 
way deleterious. The representatives 
of the Cincinnati and Louisville pack­ 
ers testified that'th e mixed lard of the 
Chicago manufacturers was driving 
pure lard out of the m arket, aud that 
the mixed article is sold at less than 
the actual cost of pure lard.

F earful Explosion in a C artridge 
F actory.

dynam ite factory at Bethaires station, 
a few miles above here, on the north 
Pennsylvania road.

Mr. Pulitzer, Its Owner, at 
the Raymond. 


TH * 
TABIFF 
IN 
POLITICS. 


▲ Few Conservative Views on 
National Politics and the 
Campaign. 


It is well known that Mr. Joseph 
Pulitzer, the distingushed owner and 
editor of the New York World, is now 
Tisiting in California. 
He arrived in 
Los Angeles on Sunday night, and is 
ataying at the Raymond, Pasadena, 
for a few days. 
Yesterday after long and arduous 
efforts 
a 
H e ra ld 
representative 
reached the Downey avenue bridge, 
having reached that point through 
-various accidents of mud and street­ 
cars, a full hour being consumed in 
the journey of about a mile. 
Entering the little railroad office at 
the bridge an*l making inquiry as to 
when the next train would pass for 
the Raymond, the pencil-pusher was 
told it would be in an hour. Here 
reference was had to a pretended 
time-table in an alleged advertising 
fake, it was discovered that this 
particular train’s time as there set 
down was just an even hour “ too 
previous.” At the end of two hours 
from the moment of leaving 
the 
H e r a ld office, the train came u p to 
the levee and in a few moments 
more moved again out from the 
station. If a very short time we had 
passed through East Los Angeles, 
Highland Park, Garvanzo and South 
Pasadena, and were landed at the 
Raymond. 
ín answer to a card Mr. Pulitzer 
kindly appeared upon the scene and 
expressed himself as pleased if he 
could give the H e ra ld any news. 
•‘Mr. Pulitzer,” began the inter­ 
viewer, “there is no use to beat about 
the bush with you. I might as well 
be explicit. 1 did not come to ask 
what you think of California. We all 
know you are charmed—everybody is. 
But what I want to know is your 
views on national politics.” 
Mr. Pulitzer replied: “la m glad 
to find you so irank, but I would 
much rather talk to you on any other 
topic. In fact I do not know of any­ 
thing of interest possible for me to 
say.” 
Some desultory conversation fol­ 
lowed on subjects not particularly in­ 
teresting to the general public, after 
which Air. Puli’zer asked: 
“ How will your own S ate be likely 
to go next fall?” 
The 
fhe H e r a ld reporter replied : “ I 
think that will depend on the candi­ 
dates primarily. Mr. Blaine carried 
the State four years ago, and might 
possibly do it again. Should the Re­ 
publicans nominate any other man. 
my impression is that we would get 
the electoral vote, as we did in the 
Hancock campaign?” 
“ How do you explain Mr. Blaine’s 
strength on the coast?” 
“ Well,” said the news-aeeker, “you 
turn the tables on me. I want you to 
talk. However, Mr. Blaine being the 
only Republican resident in the East 
who has any sympathy with us on 
the Chinese question, is the only one 
who has much following here.” 
Mr.-Pulitzer said: “He is also, I 
suppose, strong with his party here 
on the tariff issue. He is very posi­ 
tive in his advocacy of tariff for direct 
protection. Do you think the coast 
will necessarily go with California?” 
“ The same causes which make Mr. 
Blaine strong in California make him 
so in the other Pacific States. 
And 1 
suppose,” added the 
interviewer, 
“this means that we shall have to 
fight for the vote of the coast, as Mr. 
Blaine is sure to be the Republican 
candidate.” 
“ I do not see that is necessarily bo,’ 
said the editor of the World, 
“ lie 
will get the nomination if he wants it, 
I doubt if he wants it very badly. 
It 
is a great honor to be tlite standard- 
bearer of a great party, even although 
you are defeated. But one does not 
always wish the honor on these terms. 
Mr. Blaine might prefer something 
more substantial.” 
“ But I don’t understand,” inter­ 
rupted the news auger. 
“ Is not Mr, 
Blaine the strongest man the Repub­ 
lican party lias? If he cannot be 
elected, who can? 
Does he not 
think he can be elected, and thinking 


b o will he not seek the nomination ? 
If he cannot win, and he is the best 
man they have, how can he reach 
the more substantial honor—a cabi­ 
net office, for instance, as I under­ 
stand your reference?” 
“ Well,” interpolated Mr. Pulitzer, 
“thA-e are a good many interrogation 
points in that last paragraph. Let us 
take them up one by one. I do not 
>kuow if Mr. Blaine is the strongest 
candidate in the party. There may 
be stronger men. A h! I did not say 
I could name one. But I say there 
may be such. Blaine is strong here. 
He is strong in the country generally, 
But he is not strong in New York. 
There he is weak. Let us say it is 
the old fight over again. Can Mr. 
Blaine carry New York? How can he 
be elected 
without 
New 
York? 
Mr. Blaine is a sanguine man. lie 
lives much in the realms of the imag­ 
ination. He has an impulsive tem­ 
perament. He takes optimistic views 
of his changes. Still I think lie is 
cautious in this matter. I think he 
will give the matter most careful r n- 
sideration before he seeks the nomin­ 
ation. I do not think he sought it Lur 
years ago. He knew then the cha- ¿s 
were against him. 
H is'party bul 
been in power so long, thought t ul 
people said in the absence of any and 
all other reasons for a change that 
web sufficient reason for such an 
event. It became a question as to 
whether a party which had Held 
power so long could be dislodged. 
The Tilden-Hayes episode seemed to 
prove that the Republican party had 
determined to remain in office anyhow. 
The people were disposed to dispos­ 
in g them, if for no other reason, to 
ahow that the power was in the peo­ 
ple to do this. 
Mr. Blaine knew this 
aad, therefore, I think he was not so 
hfnt on getting the nomination as 
aome think he was.

The fact can not be explained 
away that such a tax is legislation for 
the benefit of one class at the expense 
of another. The protection tax goes 
to the enriching of those engaged in 
the protected industries. It comes 
out of the pockets of those not en­ 
gaged in such enterprises. But I do 
believe in so arranging the tariff, 
that it will help our producers and 
particularly 
help 
labor 
as much 
as possible. That is I would put the tax 
on such commodities as we import 
and produce bo as to lend the inci­ 
dental protection to our own indus­ 
tries. That is where the present issue 
will help us. It will draw tous a great 
deal of strength in the West and South 
where protective tariff is the least 
beneficial and the most burthensome. 
In the East it will not effect us so favor­ 
ably for the reason that there the pro 
tective principle does the people the 
greatest benefit, at the same time im­ 
posing the least hardship. 


SUMMING UP. 
“The outlook for the campaign next 
fall—do you consider it bright?

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 
A Tramp Run Over by an En­ 
gine. 
Yesterday morning, at two o’clock 
a light engine ran over a tramp near 
Florence, a station on the Southern 
Pacific Campany’s line, and injured 
him so seriously that he died at 7 :30 
o’clock. The engine left this city at 
one o’clock yesterday morning on 
its way to San Pedro, and struck the 
man ata point nine rail lengths from 
the north end of the north switch at 
Florenc *, passing on withoir discov­ 
ering the terrible death it had caused.

No one had ever Been him in the 
neighborhood and there were no pa­ 
pers upon his body to give the desired 
information. 
Coroner J. M. Mere­ 
dith was notified and went out to Flor­ 
ence where he held an inquest over 
the remains. The jury rendered the 
following verdict: 
“The deceased 
came to his death by injuries sus­ 
tained by being ruu over by a train of 
the Seuthern Pacific Railroad Com 
panv at Florence.” 
The deceased was a man about five 
feet, eight inches in bight, with 
brown hair, and a long, thin, red 
mustache. 
When found, he had 
three pairs of pants and one pair of 
overalls on his legs; and on his body 
was a blue jumper, a black frock coat, 
a linen vest, a knit undershirt, u plaid 
woolen undershirt, an old silk vest, a 
grey coat, a linen vest, a navy blue 
vest, a black broad-eloth vest, a uavy 
blue blouse, a navy blue vest, a 
woolen shirt, a cliecquered shirt and 
a flannel shirt; also a pair of black 
overalls tied around his neck and a 
black silk neck-tie. He had also 
a large ten chambered revolver in his 
pocket which was loaded.

A 
representative of the H erald yester­ 
day saw Sheriff Kays, who is well 
known to be the sort of man who 
would not permit even a dog to go 
hungry. H e was quite indignant at 
the charge and invited inspection by 
any one or committee. Those who 
have visited the County Jail state 
that there is not another prison of its 
character where the prisoners are fed 
so well, and if any one incarcerated 
theie was ill or unable to eat the iood 
provided, 
Sheriff 
Kays always 
paid for the best meals the market 
affords out of his own pocket. 
As 
regards the statement that there 
were vermin in the jail. Sheriff Kays 
said that it was true, but the only 
way to prevent this was to wash the 
blankets by a chemical process each 
week and he could not do this unless 
means was provided. Besides this, 
every prisoner taken to the jail should 
be stripped, bathed and his hair 
clipped and his clothes burned. If 
the county would pay for new suits of 
clothes this could be done, but the 
trouble would be that the number of 
petty criminals would be increased 
by those who desired new suits of 
clothes. 
Sheriff Kays invited any 
committee to visit the jail at meal 
hours, 8 a. m. and 3 p. m., at anytime 
unknown beforehand by him and in­ 
vestigate the food furnished the pris­ 
oners.

The question was “will it be 
expedient to throw down the bars and 
make it a more open hospital, and 
solicit aid and co-operation of all en­ 
gaged in the broad principle of charity 
and benevolence?” I have conversen

secret and charitable societies, who 
said they would cheerfully give 
liberally for the

knowing they had a place where 
they could send their friends for 
treatment.” Mrs. Lee endorsed the 
idea of allowing any one to vole who 
paid a yearly membership fee, which 
should be limited to a certain amount, 
and thoie who would pay enough to 
become Ufe members. The society 
is net financially embarrassed and 
probably could succeed in paying for 
a buildine, but would be confined to a 
limited amount of work. At present 
it is renting a hospi'al on Sand 
street, which could accommodate 
about twenty-five patients, but if it 
could secure the co-operation of sonie 
of the other societies it could launch 
out and do a greater amount of work 
Mrs. Spence wanted to kuow what 
class of physicians would be preferred 
Mr. Lee said that as far as the patients 
were concerned, they should be al­ 
lowed to select their own physician, 
but the sanitary rules would have to 
be governed by a regular health 
board. 
After some 
discussion, 
Messrs. Lee, Baer and Elliot were 
appointed as a Committee to solicit 
opinions from the other societies to 
ascertain what they were willing to 
do, and if sufficient aid could be ob­ 
tained, it was decided to reincorpórate 
and either build on the sites owned 
by the society, or exchange for some 
other property. 
The election of 
oilicers was postponed, and the 
society adjourned.

discharged and so fcetid is its odor. The patien t is greatly annoyed by th e co n stan t drop­ 
ping into the th ro at of the m orbid m atter from th e head, am i as a recu m b en t positi n 
naturally favors tin-flow dow nw ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from th is cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie with the head very m uch elevated iu order to sleep with 
some degree of com fort. 
• 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage betw een the throat and head, adhering to ilic parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. 
Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration ami creates a sensation of iiritatio n and 
uneasiness in the affected locality, w hich gives rise to n constant aud alm ost iricsistible 
desire to relieve the discom fort by draw ing th e m u. us in to the throat so hs to reject it by 
the m outh. TIiíb practice, p o p u 'arly know n as "haw king,” is characteristic oi C atarrh, 
aud proves us em barrassing t • th e oue affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him .

and produces serious discom fort. So flrinly do these incrustations adhere to th e point 
of attachm ent th at th eir rem oval usually requires th e m ost violent efforts an d not un- 
frequeutly they have to be torn from th e m em brane. Occssioi.ttllv a solid east of nota­ 
ble size is expelled 011 w hich there are generally traces of blood, b u t iu som e cases the 
cast presents n tubular appearance, being of ex act shape of the nasal cavity. This con­ 
dition is Indicative of ulceration, w hich, iu tim e, m ay destroy th e bony stru c tu r of the 
nose au d produce a subsequent flattening of that organ.

The naBal m em brane is thickened Hnd congested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, 
som etim es on one side, som etim es on th e other, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stufly s* nsation iu th e head, aud occasionally to violent and prolonged par­ 
oxysm s of sneezing. 
, The voice is weak, iu d istin ct and husky, or of a nasal ch aracter, displaying a sort of 
sniffling quality. Oftentim es there is a con tin u o u s hourschess an d discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation in th e th ro at, and frequent attem pts to clear the parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound "h em ” m ore or less forcibly.

The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less aud becom es w eak an d irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly alw ays bad in th e m orning. The p atien t is languid, unable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility. Is nervous, depressed iu 
spirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, agitated, and inclined to drow siness and sleep; th e m em ­ 
ory w eakened, an d perm anent im pairm ent seriously threatened.

In this m anner 
the difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the throat larynx, trac h ea and 
bronchial tubes, u n til, encxosching further cu d further, it reaches th e finer ram ifications 
of the bronchi, when but a slight im pulse is required to send it to th e lungs.
